read. My Bible makes it plain, rhat your King hath 
blindfold yan, ſo that ye camret underſtand them. 
How is it, faith Chriſt, that pe do not underftand 
that I ſpake ir not to you concerning Bread, but of 
the Doctrine ot the Phariſees, and of the Sadduces. 
This Scripture makes it plain, that it is only for their 
Belly that theſe 57 4 preach, and not according 
to God's Word. Our Lord teachetrh them a Prayer, 
to pray for their daily Bread, but thefe Hirelings will 
have none of his Counſel ; fo that they have ſhot his 
Prayer out of their Kirk Doors in Kotland, becauſe 
they haye no Need for it, fo long as they have the 
Town Sogers at their Command, to rob poor Men 
for their Bread : Many Times. my Houſe hath been 
robbed for Bread to them, when 1 had little to m 
ſelf. The Lord's Prayer makes it plain, that the Devil 
is their King, becauſe they will not truſt Gad for their 
daily Bread, Reader, ye are commanded by Chrift, 
to beware of ſuch Miniſters, who preach under the 
Devil, as all thoſe Locuſts and Hirelings do; and if 
ye were not blindfolded by their Kang, ye would 
never enter their Kirk-doors, fo long as thete Locuſts 
preach in them; and if ye will not hear and obey this 
Revelation, ye ſhall mind it in Hell. He that hath 
an Ear to hear, let him hear what the Spirit ſaith 
unto the Churches, bleſſed are they that do his Com- 
mandments, that they may have a Right to the Tree 
of Life, and may enter in through the Gates into the 
City; for without are Dogs. Ye hear in this Scrip- 
ture, That the hired Clergy are compared to Dogs;

The Prophet 
calls them greedy Dogs; fo ſays the Spirit, all the 
World wondered after the Beaſt, or Dogs; which is 
the hired Clergy, but altho they be Dogs, all that 
dwell upon the Earth ſhall worſhip him, or them, 
whofeNames are not written in the Book of Lite. Here 
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AY 

is Wiſdom, let him that hh Underftanding count the 
Number of the Beaſt : That Beaſt is the whole hired 
Clergy in the World, yet St. Paul names them as one 
Man, in the Bücher Number, he call him the Man 
of Sin; and the Number of a Man is 666. Then, how 
vaſt a Number ſhall it amount to, when all theſe Hire- 
lings, every one of them is numbred up to 666. He 
that hath Wiſdom let him count their Number, for 
I cannot. And the third Angel followed them, ſay- 
ing, with a loud Voice, If any Man worſhip the Bealt, 
and receive his Mark in their Forcheads, or in their 
Hands, the ſame ſhall drink of the Wine of the Wrath 
of God, which is poured out without Mixture, into 
the Cup of his Indignation, and he ſhall be torment- 
ed with Fire and Brimſton. This Scripture may fear 
any Man from going to hear or worſhip any Miniſter 
who doth not keep God's Word. It is proven in many 
of my Books and Epiſtles, That theſe hired Clergy 
doth it not. O that the World would follow the 
Lamb, and not follow the hircd Clergy any longer, 
except they can prove that they muſt have Money to 
preach Chriſt's free Goſpel, when he hath ordained 
them nothing but their Meat. 

Nerily, verily I ſay unto you, He that entreth net by the 
Docr into the Sheep-fold, but climbeth up ſome other M ay, 
the ſame is a 7 bief and a Robber. Dare any of theſe 
hired Clergy ſay for their Lives, that they came into 
their Kirks by the Door, which is Chrift. I have pro- 
ven in many of my Books and Epiſtles, that they have 
come in to their Kirks expreſly againſt his Command, 
ind none of them hath Power to anſwer me, for all 
the Power their King hath given them. This makes 
it plain as A, B, C, that they are nothing but Thieves 


and Robbers; if they would call me a Thief and a 
Robber, I would purſue them at Law, but neither 


their King nor them dare purſue me. I know there 


will be Diviſions among theſe Hirelings for my Say- 


ings, as there was among the Fewvs for Chriſt's Sayings.
